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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

The restriction in the office action dated 27 December 2006 is withdrawn, a new 
restriction is set forth below. 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claimsl -1 5, drawn to an apparatus for facilitating movement of a 
workpiece, classified in class 414, subclass 147. 

II. Claims 16-19, 26 and 27, drawn to an apparatus for holding a workpiece, 
classified in class 432, subclass 253. 

III. Claim 21-25, drawn to a method of making an apparatus for holding a 
workpiece, classified in class 65, subclass 36. 

IV. Claims 28-30, drawn to method for facilitating movement of housing 
containing a workpiece, classified in class 110, subclass 341. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are directed to related products. The related inventions are 
distinct if the (1) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can 
have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; (2) the 
inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the inventions as 
claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the 
inventions as claimed could have materially different design since the loading apparatus 
of invention I does not require that the workpiece be held in a housing that is capable of 
fluid flow, and invention II does not require a loading apparatus as described in 
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invention I but could instead by loaded by hand. Furthermore, the inventions as claimed 
do not encompass overlapping subject matter and there is nothing of record to show 
them to be obvious variants. 

Inventions I and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions are a apparatus for facilitating movement of a workpiece and a 
method of making a housing. 

Inventions I and IV are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h): In the instant case the process 
of moving a housing in invention IV could be accomplished by the apparatus of 
invention I or done by hand or by other means. 

Inventions II and III are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the process of invention III could be used to 
make other materially different products, for example a drinking cup with a built in straw. 
It should be noted that claims 26 and 27 are included in invention III, not invention II. 
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This is because both are product-by-process claims, and thus properly classified with 
the products, not the process of making them ("[E]ven though product-by-process 
claims are limited by and defined by the process, determination of patentability is based 
on the product itself. The patentability of a product does not depend on its method of 
production. If the product in the product-by-process claim is the same as or obvious 
from a product of the prior art, the claim is unpatentable even though the prior product 
was made by a different process." In re Thorpe, 777 F.2d 695, 698, 227 USPQ 964, 
966 (Fed. Cir. 1985) (citations omitted)) 

Inventions II and IV are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the product 
of invention II could be used in a way other than that recited in invention IV, for example 
it need not be hooked up to fluid lines and/or inserted into a process station. 

Inventions III and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions a method of making a housing and a method of moving a housing. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
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because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.

In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions 
unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
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or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i).
